In  the  Judd  text,  the  story  of  these  trade  dollars  is  well  told.  "In  this 
year  Dr.  Henry  R.  Linderman  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Mint  and 
Assay  offices  of  the  United  States  by  President  Grant.  He  had  largely 
been  responsible  for  writing  and  securing  the  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act 
of  1873,  which  abolished  the  old  silver  dollar,  half  dime  and  trime  and 
authorized  the  trade  dollar.  Dr.  Linderman  had  projected  the  ‘trade 
dollar'  as  a means  of  finding  a market  in  the  oriental  countries  for  our 
great  surplus  of  silver.  Hence,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a large  number  of 
trade  dollar  patterns  appeared  at  this  time.  Certain  of  these,  Nos.  1276, 
1281,  1293,  1310,  1315  and  1322,  were  issued  as  sets  by  the  mint.  It  is 
estimated  that  about  fifty  sets  were  struck."
